Curbs 


Use of Police

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court has severely 
limited the power of police to 
clear the streets of "annoying" 
or "suspicious" persons. 


In two key decisions, one 


Tuesday the other a week ago, 
the court said laws used to 
make arrests are invalid unless 
rewritten to contain "ascertai- 
nable standards." 


Since vagrancy and dis- 


orderly-conduct laws 
usually 


speak in general terms, the rul- 
ings have nationwide implica- 
tions. Philosophically, they also 
represent a hesitation in the 
court's 
drift 
toward con- 


servatism under Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger. 


A Cincinnati ordinance struck 


down by a 5-3 vote Tuesday had 
made it a crime for three or 
more people to assemble on the 
sidewalks "and there conduct 
themselves in a manner annoy- 
ing to persons passing by." 


Justice Potter Stewart, head- 


ing the five-man majority, said 
the right to assemble in public 
for social or political purposes 
cannot be suspended simply be- 
cause a policeman or someone 
else considers the gathering an- 
noying. 


"Such a prohibition, in addi- 


tion," said Stewart, "contains 
an obvious invitation to dis- 
criminatory 
enforcement 


against those whose association 
together is 'annoying' because 
their ideas, their lifestyle or 
their physical appearance is re- 
sented by the majority of their 
fellow citizens." 


Last week, the justices unani- 


mously reversed the conviction 
of a Negro in Euclid, Ohio, who 
had been arrested when he 
dropped off a black woman at 
an all-white apartment complex 
early one morning and then 
parked on the street where he 
was observed by an off-duty po- 
liceman talking on a car tele- 
phone. 


Though the decision did not 


strike down the Euclid "sus- 
picious-persons" ordinance, the 
court cautioned the states that 
such laws must contain "as- 
certainabk standards of guilt" 
to be constitutional.

eral and state authorities ea- 
vesdropped on 390,681 private 
conversations involving at least 
29,558 individuals through tele- 
phone taps and hidden micro- 
phones last year, court records 
disclose. 


The conversations monitored 


in apartments, businesses, pay 
phones, automobiles, parking 
lots and streets resulted in 1,912 
arrests, the same records show. 


The summary of court-ap- 


proved wiretaps and listening 
devices is detailed in a 128-page 
report by the administrative of- 
fice of the U.S. Courts.

doubled last year to 597, com- 
pared with 293 in 1969, and 
none was turned down by state 
or federal judges, the report 
said.

granted permission to place 183 
taps or microphones last year 
to listen to 146,105 conversa- 
tions involving 10,248 persons.

The most federal activity was

Rev. Niebuhr, 
Social Change 
Leader, Dies 


STOCKBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) 


— The Rev. Reinhold Niebuhr, 
famed 
Protestant 
theologian 


and crusader for social change 
who was considered one of the 
greatest Christian thinkers the 
United States has produced, is 
dead at 78. 


He died Tuesday night at his 


summer home after a long ill- 
ness. Dr. Niebuhr taught that 
religious faith is "basically a 
trust that life, however difdicult 
and 
strange, 
has 
ultimate 


meaning." 


He intertwined his theology 


with a hard realism and a be- 
lief 
that 
Christian morality 


should be manifest in social 
and political action. 


Dr. Niebuhr participated in 


the conference that led to 
founding of the World Council 
of Churches, was among the 
founders 
of 
Americans 
for 


Democratic 
Action, 
and 
in- 


fluenced a whole succession of 
church leaders by his labors for 
social betterment. 


He was an adviser to numer- 


ous national and international 
political figures., and was active 
in politics first as a member of 


executive officer, Mr.;. Martin 
installed the following new of- 
ficers: president, Mrs. Jud 
Martindale; vice-president, Mrs.

magazine, took an over-all and 
cautious look in this month's 
edition at current controversy 
over the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 
The 
inspection 


seemed more accusatory in 
tone than in content. 


The segment, which occupied 


almost half of the two-hour pro- 
gram, opened with a view of 
the architect's plus some specu- 
lation it might be called the "J. 
Edgar Hoover memorial." 


Host Garrick Utley observed 


that Hoover, director for 47 
years, "Is the FBI" of "sacr- 
osanct image," but that now 
the bureaus critics are speak- 
ing up. 


Two disaffected former FBI 


men were heard from. One said 
he was transferred to Montana 
after his superiors learned of 
his critical remarks in an 
analysis of bureau activities. 
The thrust of the program was 
on investigations of private citi- 
zens, of members of left-of-cen- 
ter political organizations. The 
program showed photostats of 
some records of investigations 
allegedly 
stolen last 
March 


from the FBI's Media, Pa., of- 
fice. 


The segment was balanced— 


the defense was primarily by 
Rep. John J. Rooney, D-N.Y., a 
long time admirer of the bu- 
reau and its director. 


In general, the hour contain- 


ed little that had not been thor- 
oughly explored in print. It 
covered the same ground as 
last week's "Advocates" on the 
public broadcasting stations, al- 
though the simpler form of the 
NBC program made the points 
a little clearer. 


Another 
long—perhaps 
too 


long—segment concerned inter- 
national 
weapons selling, a 


huge profitable 
business in- 


volving independent salesmen 
and governments alike. 


The brisk trade ranges from 


bullets to aircraft carriers, with 
many of today's weapons ped- 
dlers working directly for their 
governments. 


It was a rather thorough ex- 


amination, with some of ironies 
pointed up—Pakistan and In- 
dian, for instance, fighting each 
other with weapons supplied by 
a mutual friend, the United 
States. 


It was a substantial two 


hours but pretty slow going 
most of the time. 


President Nixon's half-hour 


news conference earlier in the 
evening caused little disruption 
of network schedules. NBC pre- 
empted a repeat of "The Bill 
Cosby Show" to start a repeat 
of "The Don Knotts Show" a 
half hour early. The other two 
networks merely shoved sched- 
uled shows back a half hour.

Ball Bats 
Are Not In

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - 


Modern technology is taking a 
swing at the old trademark of 
the baseball game—the crack 
of the bat. 


A new aluminum bat is mak- 


ing a metallic clang when it 
connects with a baseball in 
some Little League parks and— 
at least in practice—on some 
college diamonds. 
Proponents 


of the aluminum bats turn a 
deaf ear to the clang and point 
out that aluminum bats will not 
break. 


But officials at Hillerich and 


Bradsby—bat 
manufacturers 


here since 1884—are convinced 
that wooden bats are not about 
to go out of style, at least not 
in the major leagues. 


"We can make bats exactly 


the way a major leaguer wants 
them," says Jack 
McGrath, 


vice president for advertising. 
"But 
the cost of producing 


aluminum bats, setting up dies 
for all of those infinite number 
of models, would prohibitive. 


"I can't fathom how a base- 


ball player—sensitive to the 
feel and shape of wood—could 
be regimented into one or just 
a few metal models." Most 
aluminum bats are 34 inches 
and 39 to 42 ounces. 


Backers of the aluminum bat 


say it is far more economical.

Some of the s i m p l e s t - 


looking hands are the most 
difficult to play because they 
offer so many options. South 
has all sorts of problems. If 
he starts to draw trumps, he 
will wind up with one trump 
in his hand and one trump 
in dummy, and he just might 
need to trump two clubs in 
dummy or two red cards in 
his own hand. 


On the other hand, if he 


doesn't draw t r u m p s , all 
sorts of bad things may hap- 
pen to him in the trump suit. 


The correct line of play is 


to start with the diamonds. 
South wins the club lead in 
his own hand and leads the 
four of diamonds t o w a r d 
dummy. West can do no bet- 
ter than to rise with the king 
a'nd 'lead a second club. Now 
South can afford to draw 
trumps, but he still must 
take care to guard against 
the chance that the defense 
can win the second trump 
and lead a third round. 


He handles this problem 


by leading a heart to dum- 
my and playing a low trump 
to his queen. West takes his 
king. His best play is to lead 
the jack right back, but this 
doesn't hurt South. He takes 
dummy's ace and goes about 
his business of playing any- 
thing but a third round of 
trumps. 


West sits there with the 


high trump, but the best he

What can I do? 


Drar R e a d o r—You cer- 


taimy can get p r e g n a n t 
again before your first pe- 
riod and nursing the baby 
won't keep you from getting 
pregnant again, either. 


Toilet training is more im- 


portant than most parents 
realize. It has a serious im- 
pact on the child's emotional 
development. It is best not 
to start too early and not to 
expect too much. Few chil- 
dren are r e a d y for toilet 
training b e f o r e age two, 
s o m e later. The best ap- 
proach is to let the child 
show you when he is ready, 
then with a little guidance 
he will make the change. 
You can help by making 
suggestions at frequent in- 
tervals or before the child 
goes out to play. 


Above all, be r e l a x e d 


about it and treat it for what 
it is, just another normal 
function of the body. This 
may prevent the child from 
developing an excess shame 
of his body or excess timid- 
ity. 


Some women tend to lose 


hair after a pregnancy. This 
only lasts a few months. In 
the meantime, don't do too 
much. Use a soft b r u s h , 
don't brush too often, avoid 
tints, bleaches, excess sham- 
poos and hair styles that 
pull the hair. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—Can you 


tell me if it is possible for a 
man to father a child after 
having a vasectomy a year 
and a half before? What are 
the odds? 


Dear Reader—It is pretty 


odd. A vasectomy cuts the 
small tube that provides a 
passageway for the sperm 
cells from the testicles. It 
does not interfere with the 
normal functions of the tes- 
ticles, however. 


Immediately after a vasec- 


tomy, t h e r e may still be 
some cells stored in the tract 
that will flow out with the 
other fluid. But expecting to 
still find sperm cells in stor- 
age a year and a half later is 
e x p e c t i n g a great deal. 
Rarely, a vasectomy is not 
successful or the cut ends of 
the little tubes may reunite, 
but t h a t is exceptionally 
rare.
